The foregoing conclusions arc ar¬ 
rived at from the point of view of 
science, and H is the writer's purpose 
t tc pr^vc, if anythin;:, that the 

trious poor have bettci claims to 
mental distinction than the exploit¬ 
ing rich. 1 further say, without fear 
of cootradictioo, that the best think¬ 
ing and the greatest and noblest 
achievements of the present day, ana 
of centuries past may be credited to 
the working clast and those who have | 
viewed Kfe from the point of view of 
the proletariat. 

Oeaerved Sarematk Throat 

Finley P. Dunne in bis “Mr. Doo* 
ley" expresses a p<ipular belief of the 
workingman’s mental worth of bim- 
aelf when he says: 

•'Wor-r-kers av ih* Wor-r-old, yea 
ar-r-e a a fr-r-ighl. Yea hov nawthih’ 
t’ luxe but yer brains—and yea hav¬ 
en’t any." 

But Mr. Eoolcy's sarcastic version 
of Che personation of the “Commun¬ 
ist Manifesto" it not true. Scientific 
investigation demonstrates that the 
cliilclrgn of the most highly civiliaed 
parents if deprived of advauuges 
for mental development would de¬ 
generate in the jungle to helpless 
aavages. And if the ofT-spring of il¬ 
literate working people were provided 
with proper educational advantages 
in a "Culture environment—snch k 
child would develop high mental 
capabilities. 
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Lester F. Ward, professor of socio¬ 
logy of Brown university, who would 
be the greatest philosopher of the 
twentieth century if he could become 
clear enough in bis economics to. rec¬ 
ognize that the worker is entitled 10 
the full product of his toil, to his 
’'Applied Sociology" hat this to say 
about the oligarchy of intelligence: 

“Tlie propositiun that the lowci 
classes of society are the intellectual 
equals of the upper classes will prob¬ 
ably shock most minds. At least it 
will be rejected almost unanimously 
as altogether false. Yet, 1 do not 
hesitate ir» roaintain and defend it as 
an abstract proposition. But of course 
we must understand what is meatu 
by iotellecCual equality. I have taken 
some pains to show that the differ¬ 
ence in the intelligence of the two 
classes is immense. What I insist 
upon is that this difference in intelli¬ 
gence is NOT DUE TO ANY DIF¬ 
FERENCE IN INTELLECT. It is 
due entirely to DIFFERENCE IN 
MENTAL EQUIPMENT. It is 
chiefly due to difference da knowledge, 
if V.C include in knowledge a familtar- 
tty with the tools of the mind and 
an acquired ability to utilize the pro¬ 
ducts of human achievement." 

Eovironmeat Doeg It 
ENVIRONME.NT TRANSFORMS 
THE ANIMAL WHILE MAN 
.TRANSFORMS THE ENVIRON- 
|MENT, but in the transformed eti- 
I vironment the mind of man, rich and 
poor, develops to a point of equal 
equipment, with the advantage on the 
side of the man who is not hampered 
by poverty or riches. 

So it is clear to students of socio¬ 
logy and political economy that the 
capitalist, the wealthy and the aristo¬ 
crats have no valid claims to the dis- 
linction -of superior brains, and it is 
a grievous error for the worktngtiian 
to foster the belief that he is inferior 
in brain capacity, or was born with a 
deficient mentality. 

I Knowledge Not Inherited 

Further proof gf the error of 
popular misconception regarding 
brains is shown by Dr. Ward, when 
he says: “Social heredity is not a 
process of organic transmission; no 
part of the Social gcrm-plasni passes 
from one individual to another, but 
ALL KNOWLEDGE MUST BE 
SEPARATELY ACQUIRED BY 
EVERY INDIVIDUAL The scKrial 
organization must be such as to in¬ 
fuse it into the members of society 
as fast as they arc capable of re¬ 
ceiving it. This infusion of it is so¬ 
cial transmission and unless it is in¬ 
fused it if not transmitted. Tlie only 
way in which products of past 
achievement have been preserved has 
been through such a degree of social 
organization as is suflUcient to infuse 
them into a certain number of the 
members of society." 

Provide Bdncatioti for Otbert 

Right here 1 want to say that my 
father, who was a brick molder, nevet 
had an opportunity to go to school a 
day in his life, and my mother could 
scarcely write her own name. Kiy 
parents were boro tn an environment 
of wage slavery and social injustice, 
and were brutally deprived of even 
the elementary advantages the world 
afforded in their days of early exist¬ 
ence. My father made bricks for uni¬ 
versities. but never saw the ins*’de of 
a ward school. .He had brains though 
and when his work-racked body was 
laid away in a little cemetery in Illi¬ 
nois, it is ray 6nn conviction that 
undeveloped genius was buried be¬ 
neath the sod. At proof of this state¬ 
ment ni record the words he said to 
me when be sent me to college to en¬ 
joy the luxury of higher education: 

"My boy, never forget when you 
are in that university that it ^was built 
by the hands of workingmen. Alto 
remember that the working clast pro¬ 
vides the professors and students with 
food and clothing, and the same class 
also prints and binds the books from 
which yon wilt improve your educa¬ 
tion.

Small single truck cars with side seats were found 
inadequate and were replaced by Urge double truck 
cars with cross seats doiffiting the seating capacity oi 
the amall cars.

The financial problems of early electric railway con 
struction were fully as great as the mechanical prob¬ 
lem!. The cost of the construction and equipment of 
electric railways was from five to ten times more than 
horse railways. Because of the difficulties met with 
and the uncertainty as to the rstuUs it was hard to 
interest capital in their development. 


The increased size and weight of the cart necessi¬ 
tated new track construction. FUt rail weighing 45 
pounds per yard laid on wooden stringers was replaced 
by girder rail weighing 5! pounds per yard supported 
on iron chairs, the girder rail in turn being superseded 
by T rail 7 inches high weighing 97 pounds per yard 
laid in concrete.
